No one seems to know how- 


ever just vhat the initial cents arc 
worth or what premium they bring. 
Mono have been in local circulation 
for more than a year.

store, has long had a little stunt of 
giving back blight new pennies in 
change, 
l^ibt Saturday when a cus- 


tomer got a couple of pennies 
in 


change he loked at them carefully 
and then asked if he could have ten 
more for a dime. They were given to 
him and then he called the clerk's at- 
tention to the fact that every one of 
them was a V.D.B. Lincoln penny. 
The firm sent over to the bank for 
another bag of pennies, and they like- 
wise proved to be V.D.B's.

urally interested in discovering just 
what premium they are worth.
